‘The experiment is 
considered to be of the'utuiost importance, for, 
should it prove tho: success Professor Deycke 
confidently hopes, it is. anticipated that the 
Imperial tovarnment will take stepa actively to 
encourage the adoption of the remedy in other 
‘British colonies. ‘The new. treatment was first 
officially brought to the potloe of the Secretary 
df State by Sir Patrick Manson in the early 
‘of the year, in a letter. suggesting that 
rofeszor- Deycke should be given an opport- 
wuty to make a practical and exhaustive trial 
ra ‘His remedy at one of the colonial leper asy- 
lums, and the institution ot Mahaica in British 
Gniana woe mentioned 1s offering special:
